We rejoice in the yood report from our orphanage at Jackson, 
Miss. It is now in its 25th year and has cared for, during this time, 
about one thousand children, many of whom have grown into manhood 
and womanhood and are now filling places of usefulness in homes of 
their own, many of them in offices, hospitals, machine shops, on the 
farm, and in almost ail the vocations of fe. 

We learn from our superinte ndent that the health cf the children 
is fine. They have not had a death from sickness in’ four years anid 
are caring for an average 150 children all the while. These children 
are gathered up here and there from the most hopeless any unpromising 
surroundings and doctored up and fed up and trained up into useful 
men and women, 

The boys are traimed in iwriculture, stock raisimg, dairying, truck 
yrowing, carpentry and machinery. The ¢ ris are trained in the art of 
cooking, sewing, washing, Ironing, fancy work, and yeneral house keep 
ing. : 

All the children of the orphanage have the ailvantage of a good 
school for eight months in the vear under efficient teachers and attend 
Sunday school and preaching ever) Sunday, and those who are Chris 
tians are trained in Christian work in their own eenion and junior B. i 
Pr. U.'s and altogether our children at the orphanage are being splen- 
didly fitted for useful Christian citizenship. 

We commend our orphanage and its splendid, work to the hearts 
and benevolence of all our people and urge that during the month of 
November our people send to the orphanage from our farms and stores 
corn, peas, molasses, canned ‘goods of all kinds, clothing, stationery, 
pencils, tablets, pins, needles, combs, 80a), towels, sheets, pillow eases, 
and everything that is needed in the ordinary home. ; 
s We learn also from our superintendent that our orphanage is in 
good financial condition and our children will continue to be amply 
provided for if our people will pay up their pledges to the 75 Million 
Campaign, but will suffer in proportion as we fail. :

The hospital began operation in 1910 with about eight or ten 
beds in the old wooden building on North State Street. During the 
past eleven years thousands of patients have received treatment in 
this noble institution. In 1914 the demand was so great that a new 
brick structure was erected on the same site with thirty-five beds. The 
demand continued to increase until it became urgent that we enlarge 
again. We have recently finished an addition of twelve rooms, which 
gives us a capacity now of fifty beds. Right soon the third floor will 
be finished, which will give us sixty-five ' beds. Money is needed to 
do this work. We are expecting this through the 75 Million Campaign.

Our hospital has never had an X-ray outfit, and consequently 
has suffered greatly. It has been embarrassing to the management to 
have patients carried away to other hospitals to get X-rav service, and 
we are sure that we have lost patients on this-accbunt.

Article 1. The name of this body shall be the Clarke County 
Baptist Association.

2, Its object shall be the promotion of the Redeemer ‘8

Art. 3. Members of the Association may be of three classes—

Art. 4. Each church belonging to the Association shall be en- 
titled to two delegates until its membership shall exceed fifty, and an 
widitional delegate for each fifty thereafter, or fraction thereof; pro- 
vided, that the ministers who are members of any such churches but 
supply other pulpits, may be appointed as additional delegates above 
the regular quota, 


Art. 5. This Association shall have only the power of an ad- 
visory couneil, and shall in no wise infringe upon the rights or inde- 
pendence of the churches. 


Art. 6. No queries shall be considered by the: Association unless . 
regularly sent up through the churches, nor shall difficulties between ~ 
the churches be discussed until other methods of settlement have been 
tried without avail. 


Art. 7. This Association shall meet annually, as may be agreed 

on: and after enrolling the names of the delegates, proceed by ballot 

the election of the Moderator and. Clerk, who shall be ex-officio 
Treasurer of the Association.
